Thts summer has been, trom the standpoint of dramatic achelve= 
ment, quite successful. Much toll and sweat were expended tn 
the ‘course of our etght-weck stay, but the goals which we 
wished to win were attaincds ee. 


In. whtch way was our summer successtul, and what was our ob- 
ject? In the tirst place, we produced four plays: The younger 
girls gave the first performance=a puppet playe If the com- 
posing of the plot, and the destgning and mantpulation of the 
puppets, they were able to.brina tnto play their full create 
Ive and artistic powerse Prokottetts famous masterpiece for 
children, "Peter and the Wolt":was presented as a shadow playe 
By the very nature of the plot, and the fact that tt was give 
en as a shadow play, "Peter and the Wolf” attorded the cast a 
untgque opportuntty tor selteexpresstone The satirical comedy” 
entitled "The Man Who Married A Dumb wife", by Anatole France, 
whitch we presented August 20th, Is a play whitch has no ser fous 
purpose behind Itt or any moral to convey, but rather contents 
Itsel# with demolishing the contradictions and artiticalitttes 
of soctety Inahumorous mannere The Festival play, "Tomorrow. 
the World" by Messrs Gowe and Dtusseay, though somewhat artt~ 
tictal and contined tn approach, ts worthy of caretul conside 
eratton as tt endeavors to deal with an Issue c& great impor f 
and far reaching signiticance=the re-education and leading 
back to the road of democracy and human advancement of those 
‘peoples who have been subjected, and those whom are still 
subjected to a dictatorial farm of governmente 


So we have produced tour plays at tk conctuston of the summ=- 
ere Is that success? Is that "the object we attained”? 


To an extent that ts success. But only to a comparitively 

small degree, only In a very narrow andrestricted sense, for 

the presentation of plays is merely one part of a much broad-= 
er and deeper goal. 


it ts one of ‘the cardinal purposes of dramattcs as taught here, 
to steer a different course, to present anotter concept of
